CHICAGO. April 8.—A New York special says 


that Governor Leland Stanford, of California, 
received pretty rough treatment at the hands ol 
the chamber of commerce special committee. 


In answer to his elaborate letter on transpor- 


tation they characterize his letter as remarkable 
for boldness of assertion of railroad claims.and 
a lofty contempt /or tbe"-decisions of our courts 
which can only spring from a consciousness of 
power which fairly joins hsue with those made 
in behalf of the public.- ,- 


In answer to Governor Stanford's assertion 


lhat Ihe railways owe no du'ies lo the public 
except as merchants, fanners and laborers, they 
assert that the courts from Ihe lowest to the 
highest have decided that railroads are.public 
highways and common carriers bound to mike 
but reasonable charges, and these witbouTfa- 
vontism or discrimination. 


In answ*cr to his denial that discrimination 


against communities or individuals, are prac- 
ticed by the roads with which be is connected, 
th»y rjie Congressman Daggett, tf Nevada, as 
saying that a merchant at Toano, hiving a spe- 
cial contract, pays £82 per car less freight than 
a merchant at Palisade, although Toano is 
on* hundred and twenty-ninejnilecfurther. The 
freight on boxed eggs from Ogden to Toano'costs 
one man £3 35 cents per box, and another man 
65 crntG: a hundred pound squash costs one 
man in freight £1.36 while it costs another 
man 55 cents; a car of candles ii taken from 
New Iforjc to San .Francisco for £3, but if left 
at Elko, 619 miles >*« distance the charge is 
£8; being the through rate lo San Fiaucisco 
back to Elko,

"all his family" he meant his brother, the 
reverend doLloi. afterward, eirl, Nelson, 
Mrs. Nelson and ilieir two children, his 
sisters and brothers m-law, Mr. and Mrs 
llolton, and Mr. and Mrs - Mate-ham, his 
nephews, Mr. Ttiomis llolton, afterwards. 
the second l.arl Nelson., and Mr. George 
Matchnm, bis "fleices, Miss Ann and Miss 
i'.hza Bolton, and Lady Hamilton. On 
September 2 tidings suddenly arrived that 
the enemy's combined 'fleet had put into 
Cadiz. It was immediately determined 
that Nelson should resume command of 
the Mediterranean rteeti and imidst the 
bustle Of his approaching departure nearly 
all his thoughts were devoted to his family 
and friends. "The two predominant feelings 
of his heart," sajs Sir Harris Nicholas, 
'were to defeat the enemy and to show 
kindness to all dependent upon him." 
During those few days of comparative 
calm, which 
resembled "the torrent's 


smoothness ere it dash below," he direct- 
ed that the apothecary's bill—no trifling 
one owed by his brother Maurice's blind 
widow should be paid in full, and on the 
nighrof September 13 he left Merton for 
the last time, "to go," as his diary re> 
cords, "to serve my king and country."

falgar. On Saturday, October 19, Nelson's 
dearest hopes were fulfilled by intelligence 
that the enemy's fleets had put to sea, and 
at- daybreak on the i tst he descried them 
in dose line of battle, apparently awaiting 
his attack. The signals to "Form order 
of sailing in two columns" and to "Prepare 
for battle" were immediately hoisted, and 
Nel'on tbe« retired to his own cabin, and 
wrote on bis knees that memorableprayer 
which, like his last undying signal— 
"England expects every man to do his 
duly"—will endure as long-as the EngI 
language. It was at this critical momfent 
that, in his own hand, on the mornmi of 
Trafalgar, with the combined squadrons 
of France and Spain in sight, ten miles 
off, he added a codicil to his will, soliciting 
Ihe beneficence of bis country on/behalf 
of the two persons he loved best o i earth 
—Emma, Lady Hamilton, and his laugh'

Hamilton had passed away, Horalu Nel- 
son returned to l.ngland, ind resided., lust 
in the family of Mr Malchiin, and then in 
that of Mr Holton, Lord Nelson's broth 
ers in law, imfl the f'ebru-uy of 1823,when 
she married the Rev. Philip Ward, then 
V icjr'of TenVerden, in Kent, by whom she

h,usband died some >ears since and now, 
in the fullness of years, forgotten and nog 
lectcd by the compatriots of that hero who 
at Frafilgarxmade Kngland the undisputed 
"mistress of the scis," the only daughter 
of Nelson has followed her husband to the 
tomb 
It is so humiliating a story that 


they who now read and dicest it will be 
forced to find consolation if they can, in 
the hope tint the life of Horatia Nelson 
was less unl > >py after 1815 than it must 
hive been dou n to that dale "With all La- 
dy Hamilton's t suits, and she bad many,' 
wrote her adOpied daughter, Mrs. Ward, 
she had manv fine Qualities, v?hich,had she 
been placed early m better hands andetn 
better circumstances, would have made 
her a very superior woman. It is but jus- 
tice on my part to sav that through all her 
difficulties she invariably, until the last 
few months of her life, expended on my 
education the whole of the interest of the 
sum left me by Lord Nelson, and which 
was leU entirely at her control " Emma, 
Lady Hamilton, who at the age of thirty, 
married Sir William Hamilton, then aged 
sixty, was, indeed no ordinary wornan. 
Her extraordinary loveliness still lives 
upon the unfading canvas of Komney, 
who painted her many times, was deeply 
in love with her, but nojpamter could do 
lustice to the surpassing grace and ele- 
gance of her person 
She was born in a 


cottage belonging vo her father, a colliery 
miner, at Hawadin, a name whjch has 
since become widely famous as being the 
country home of Mr, Gladstone. Let us 
close the sad volume which tells, not only, 
of the boundless suffering and agony of 
those whose history it recites, but also 
which as lar worse—of an extremity of na- 
tional ingratitude at which, it is to be fear- 
ed, England's enemies will not cci«e re- 
proachfully to point, so lony as 
her 


'meteor flag" floats triumphanty o'er the 
deep.

How 
did England execute the dying trust of her 
greatest naval hero? Let the "Annual Reg- 
jster" record, in its foiuial phraseology, 
that, on the i?th of January, 1815, the life 
of Emma, widow ot Sir William Hamil- 
ton, came to a close, to which it is coldly 
added that "this person, well Jcnown for 
her various adventures, and especially for 
the passionate attachment borne to her by 
Lord Kelson, died at Calais in a stale of 
destitution." Would that the dark record 
could be expunged from the tell-tale page 
of English history, though it must be con- 
fessed that, much as it reflects upon that 
kine and country for whom Nelson died.lt 
bears still more hardly upon that clergy- 
man brother whom Trafalgar made an 
earl, with five thousand pounds a year set- 
tled upon him, in addition to an estate 
which cost nearly one hundred thousand 
pounds.

llatanijs 13 a city of nearly 50,000 in* 


habitants, most of whom are Spaniards. 
It is the principal port of Cuba for the ex 
portation of sugar, next to Havana. Its 
docks and wharves are in a wretched, di- 
lapidated condition, and unfit fqr any use. 
Vessels of any magnitude are loaded from 
''lighters" anchored a mile from the 
wharves. The city has a squatty appear 
ance and an. ancient look. The houses 
are built mostly one story, with thick walls 
of brick covered with plaster and white- 
wash. But few of them bave glass win 
daws,the opening being guarded with iton 
bars an inch in diameter, five inches apart, 
secured in a vertical position. A curtain 
hung in front of these bars excludes the 
sun and the gaze of outsiders. In the 
evening the curtain is thrown aside and 
the whole interior is exposed, exhibiting to 
the spectators large, airy, well furnished 
rooms. 1 be principal streets, like those 
in all ancient towns, are narrow, not over 
twenty feet wide 'between the curbs, and 
the pavements wide enough Only for one 
person to walk on at a time. Two drays 


i barely pass in the streets, and two 


pack horses laded with green corn leaves 
or fodder, will, standing side by side, fill 
the tbe entire space of tbe avenue between 
tbe houses, 
l he town lias not a thrifty 


appearance a great many idle men standing 
round the corners and leaning agaipst 
posts. We soon realized the heat of mid- 
summer. People dress sparingly in the 
lightest fabrics. Americans get red in tbe 
face and drink a great deal of lemonade* 
Fverybodv, men, women and children 
drank claret. They say water « good to 
wash in, but not to drink. We were great- 
ly disappointed in regard to the exhibi- 
tion, as, owing to the building being unfin- 
ished . it was postponed till Apnl. We had 
tie pleasure of being shown through the 
giounds and buildings and judging from 
what we could see, it will be upon a Kiand 
scale when finished. They have the finest 
uxen I have ever had fh' pleasure to see. 
'1 ney are of the Aldemy or Jersey breed, 
and although much larger (weighing at 
least 1,250 pounds each) retain their beau- 
tiful silken or velvet coat, fat and as well 
groomed as the Kentucky, thoroughbred. 
All kind* of teaming- is done by cattle, 
some single in carts, others from two to 
six hitched together all yoked on the top 
of the head.and Jaslenedby thehorns.and 
driven by a line attached to the nostril. 
The horses are small and inferior and 
principally used to draw^Victorias (a car- 
riage for two persons besides the driver-) 
n guing beyond the city limits th'ey use 
he volante, which is like an old time gig, 
on two wheels, the seat suspended on long 
either springs. The shafts are from thir- 
teen to fifteen feet in length, The horse 
s a length in advance of the carriage, and

groom. 
Sometimes 
two or three 


horses go abreast in hauling the volante, 
and then ihe ride is merry and novel, our 
party took five of them at twelve dollars 
apiece and rode out'to B±damar cave and 
enioyed it hugely. Alter taking all to be 
een in Matanzaswe left next morning lor 
Havana by cars. The railroads in "Cuba 
are in excellent condition, the road beds 
:olid, and fast time made, only two hours 
being consumed in going to Havana a dis- 
ince of s\»ty miles. The cars are com- 
ortablc and the conductors polite, they 
tart the train from each station by ringing 
a common dinner bell can led on the train. 
At every station hucksters pass through 


cars offering lor sale to the passengers 


beese, smear kase and live chickens, 
'ou pay your money and take your choicev 
Ve did not invest. 


The railroad is constructed through an 
ndulating and fertile country 
The soil 


ontains iron and is red. We pass a num- 
>er of sugar plantations aTid see the cane 
rowing m all stages of cultivation—some 
st out ol the ground, some half jjrown, 
nd in some fields (he slaves arc cutting 
ie cane and oxen hauling it lo the 
ill. Everywhere you see the royal palm, 
is the common tree of the countij. As 
ottonwood is to Colorado the p.xlm is lo 
ubi. Long avenues of tnese palms form 
ie limits of plantations. There are but 
;w elegant residences to be seen between 
latanzas and Ila\ana from the cars, but 
here are .thousands of huts or shanties but 
ttle better, il as good, as the negro quar- 
rs of the old slave plantations of the 
outh before ihc war. Truly it is slid 
one half of Ihe human family does not 
now how the other half live."

tumult of a.n auivmg train finds no excep 
nun 're. Olut-. olori-d-boys and ;ome 
as black as Ihe ace of ilubs, toughh 
ihoughliindly offered lo lake charge 
p-ick.iKC*. and pushing our wa> through 
the insane multitude we are led to the Si 
Charles hotel, endorsed'as the largest and 
best hotel in the cily, and where Lnglish 
is spoken. Through the interpreter who 
Uelolngs- to the bouse -wi. were promisee 
nice large rooms, American meals, fresh 
vegetables and verything in apple pie 
order. In our rooms we found two iron 
bedsteads intended for one'person each 


er which a heavy c.invas was stretched 


on top of this was a linen sheet and cotton 
pillows with linen shps. There are no 
windows in the rooms but the ceilings were 
very high, with doors Teaching to tbe ceil- 
ing trom tile-hall, also on to a porch, thus 
giving us a good circulation of air. In 
these rooms and on Ihese beds we slept 
cool and comfortable. 


The Cubans cook a great many dishes 


that the Americans know nothing about. 
Sonic of their prepared food looks good 
enough to eat and they (ihe Cubans) swal- 
low H wnh the aid of wine, but we tried 
none of it. According to their promise 
they furnished us with chicken, beef and 
vegetables, and il was quite palatable. 


Havana is the best lighteJcity we have 


ever seen in any country. The public- 
squares are made brilliant with gaslight, 
and here everybody comes in the evening 
to sit or walk, to smoke or talk. Every- 
body smokes, men, women and children, 
in the parlor,' dining room,1 they mostly 
smoke cigarettes and invariably swallow 
the smoke and blow it out of the nose. It 
is the absorption of tbe essential oil of the 
tobacco that gives tbe rirVi color to a Cuban 
ol a meerchaum pipe. Living on garlic, 
wine, strong coffee and tobacco, the Span- 
iards liver becomes torpid and bis brain 
wild, ahd under such influence he becomes 
less human than the Utes of Colorado. 
They are always armed and ready to take 
life if his civilization should bequestioned.

Ladies of wealth seldom if ever get out 


of their volantes or Victorias when they go 
out shopping/ They stop before the-store, 
and the goods are brought out for inspec- 
tion. Some of the principal streets are 
shaded with canvas, stretched awning-like 
from side to side, 'i bere.are but four large 
stores in the city, most of them are shallow 
and bazaar like. 


We noticed in the streets as many goods 


on the back of a horse as would fit out a 
country store; first, like a pair ol saddle- 
aags hangs a-chest of drawers on_either 
side of the horse; these contain wearing 
fabrics, above and around are displayed 
[aces, shoes, suspenders, hose, handker- 
chiefs, and every other article found dec- 
orating the counters of stores. With this 
large pack upon his back the little horse 
.ootns up to the size of an elephant. His 
owner leads him from house to house and 
through tbe iron grated window, rings a 
bell.to call the attention ol his customers. 
Without leaving their room the ladies 
make their selections,and have them passed 
o them through the bars of their, cages. 
The traveling storekeeper thus passes on. 


We visited the cathedral, which was un- 


dergoing' extensive, repairs, but we were 
ihown through the building in which we. 
Found the tomb in which the ashes of Co- 
umbus were deposited, and for the benefit 
of the ladies of our party, many of the 
costly robes worn by the bishop were dis- 
played. These are worn i'pon the several 
different holidays, anrl were decorated ac- 
cordingly, many of them costing there 
thousands of dollars which came from the 
ioor and ignora'nt of Cuba. At -the sum- 
mer residence of the captain genera], sit- 
uated at the suburbs of the city, we found 
he finest grounds ever seen "by any of us, 
Shaw's garden, of St. Louis, being no 
comparison to i'.. Every (lower or plant 
jrown in the tropical climate was there in 
ull bloom.
